(From our own Correspondent.) 
Vancouver, Sept. 11.— Walter Sangstor 
was hunting Chinamen to their death, on 
Dupout street, this afternoon. Gesticu- 
lating and swearing violently, ho made his 
apponrnp.ee suddenly io a lano near VV. S. 
Cook's, A Cliinutiian passing by was 
knocked down by a vicious blow in tho 
mouth. Tho ill-treated Chinaman gave tho 
alarm, and, accompanied by three- of his 
countrymen, chased his assailant nrouud tho 
Opera Retreat saloon to Carroll street, and 
into a lune, where Sangster pulled a revolver 
from his breast pocket, and the Chinamen 
ran away, Two Indians camo over to soc 
what was the mattcr.and one, OapilanoTom, 
was seen by Dan McDowell and several others 
to point at tho rovolver in Sungater's hand 
and Buy something. Almost instantly 
Sangstor shot the Indian through the head 
as he turned to leave. Ho fell dead with- 
out a groan. The murderer, evidently in 
a mad drunk condition, took tho Indian for 
a Chinaman. When Sangster had killed 
tho Indian, ho rushed across the roud where 
Davo lirockwoll wus loading sand, and said: 
"If you peach on me, I'll put a bullet 
through you." Another white man who 
was passing, he seized by tho collar and 
turned him .around, exclaiming with an 
oath : " You're not the kind I'm after." 
Reaching tho corner of Dupont street, 
where a crowd of Chinamen were collected 
round a hand organ, he levelled the revolver 
and tired into tho crowd. Tho bullet struck 
the store of Hip Luck Lung, and glancing 
oil", hit on the head of Wang l)oo Took, in- 
flicting a severe but not dingeroua 
wound. Kvoryone on tho street, China- 
men and whites, turned and chased 
Sangster at a safe diat&iK-o across lots to 
Hastings, when they lost sight of him. 
Chief McLaren appeared shortly after, 
and, with the help of Contractor Carter, 
located the murdoror in a stable beyond 
McKay & Ross' paint shops. The Chief 
found Sangster crouching in an tropty stall, 
pointing the revolver at the door, but on" 
being commanded to drop the weapon and 
give himself up, he did bo. The Chief's 
conduct, under the circumstances, proves 
him to bo a man of nerve and reliable in 
emergency. On boing arrested, Sangstor 
said : " Why don't you let mo fight China- 
men as I want to V " The prisoner's ideas 
were muddled and his conversation wild 
and irrelevant. In a lucid moment ho gave 
his name aB Walter Sangster, from New 
Hampshire. In his pocket was a card bear- 
ing (he) name of Molntyro Duncans. No 
one who has yot appeared has seen tho pri 
soner before or knows where ho came from 



DUKE OF CONNAUGHT. 

Exception Taken In the House of Commons 
to His Row Appointment to 
Aldcrshot. 

London, Sept. 11.-— In the House of Com 
mons, to night, Mr. James Henry Dalziel, 
Liberal member for Kirkaldy, moved a re 
duotion of thq vote for the salary of the 
Duke of Cambridge, as commander-in-chief 
of the army. Tho motion was made for tho 
purposo of attacking tho appointment of the 
Duke of Connaught to the Aldcrshot com 
niund. Mr. Dalziel said tho appointment was 
an injustice to Lord Frederick Roberts,, 
commander of tho Indian army, as well as an 
injury to the general interests of the ser- 
vice. He added that he had been informed 
that tho Duke of Connaught did not live in 
camp, and that he deloguted many of his 
active duties to hii Chief of Staff. 

Lieut.. Colonels Ward and Lockwood, both 
retired army ollicers, defended tho appoint- 
ment. 

Right Hon. Heury Campboll-Bannerman, 
secretary of Btate for war, said that the 
Uulio of Connaught hud been selected by 
tho Duko of Cambridge subject to his ap- 
proval as war secretary. He accepted full 
responsibility for tho appointment. 

After further debate Mr. Dalgleish's 
motion wus rejected by a vote of ISO to .'19.

London, Sept. 1 1. — Perhaps tho Strang 
est pest that ever afflicted tho farmers of 
England is the immense horde of wasps that 
have appeared during the present summer. 
In many towns and country districts the 
insects have become so numerous that 
has been found necessary to employ men to 
destroy the nests, and tho surveyor of the 
corporation of Hytho reports that one man 
destroyed over 160 nests in a single day. 

Why Emln YfM Killed. 

BRUSSELS, Sept. 11. — A despatch from St. 
Paul de Loanda says that advices have been 
received from Stanley Falls to the effect 
that a Belgian officer has recovered Dr. 
Emin's scientific collection, and ti is diary 
book hn3 been found very near the spot 
where Emln was murdered last October. 
Tho despatch adds that Emln was within 
four days march of Stanley Fulls when ho 
was murdered. His caravan was currying 
twenty tons of ivory. Tho desire of tho 
Arabs to raid tho caravan is reported to 
have been tho main reason for killing Emin, 

Russian Mishap, 

St. Petersburg, Sept. 11.— The steamer 
Shermoksha has been burned on tho river 
Volga, 15 of the crew and 12 passengers 
being burned or drowned. 

Tlic Queen in Scotland. 

Lon'D|in, Sept. 11.— Tho Queen laid tho 
foundation stone of a new church, which is 
to be erected at. Crailh, the parish iu which 
Balmoral is situated. Duriog the cere- 
monies the Queen made a brief speech, in 
which sho referred to her warm attachment! 
to the Church of Scotland, which, she said, 
so largely represented the feellnga of tho 
peoplu of the country. 

Czechs on Die Rampage. 

Prague, Sept. II. — The Young Czechs 
have become utterly reckless in their anti- 
German ngitation. For threo days they 
have threatened riot, their leaders have 
made so many intemperate and menacing 
speeches, that yesterday, further young 
Czechs meeting wero prohibited. Last 
night Iho garrison was reinforced and the 
streets wore patrolled by the military. 
Sentries aro stationed on every streot corner 
to-day. Ono Czech has been arrested for 
disfiguring the eagle in the Imperial coat of 
arms on tho public building. Many Ger- 
man signs were torn down on Saturday 
night and others were smeared with mud 
and puint. 

To Exterminate (lie Whites. 

LONDON, Sept. 10.— The Standard's cor- 
respondent at Shanghai telegraphs: "Vice- 
roy Chang, notorious for his hatred of for- 
eigners, and for encouraging natives in tho 
barbarous treatment of Europeans, is re- 
ported to have addressed a petition to the 
throno openly advocating tho extermination 
of foreigners in China, especially the Eng- 
lish, as necessary to prevent tho eventual 
partition of China among European powerB. 
Tho hostility of foreigners in tho provinces 
is unabated. "

Ottawa, Sept. 11.— This will bo a very 
busy week for tho ministry. A great 
gathering in tho drill hall to-morrow will 
bo addressed by Sir John Thompson, Hon. 
Messrs, Caron, Foster, Ouimet and Curran. 
At the close of tho proceedings Hon. Mr. 
FoBtcr takes tho train for Cornwall, to at- 
tend tho Farmers' conference, where Con- 
trollers Wood and Wallace, and probably 
Hon. Mr. Haggart, will be present. After 
tho conference is concluded, Mr. Foster 
will rejoin the Promior at Ste. Rose, in 
Hon. Mr. Ouiniet's constituency, and will 
addresa a largo gathering, along with tho 
Premier and other Ministers. At a meet- 
ing at St. Epiphanio on Friday, Hon. Mr. 
Costigan will also attend. The two Con- 
trollers go to Unionville, County of Leeds, 
on Thursday, and hold a conference with 
the farmers on Tariff niattors. 

The total number of Chineso immigrants 
arrived in Canada last month was 120, a de- 
crease of ono compared with August, 1892. 
Seventy-nine paid the poll tax at Victoria, 
forty at Vancouver and seven at other 
points. 

Sir Richard Webster, ex-attorney- 
general, arrived to-day, and was mot at tho 
station by Sir C. H. Tupper and Dr. Daw- 
son. The party drove direct to the Ridoau 
club, where Sir John Thompson joined them 
at luncheon. In the afternoon Sir Richard 
drove to the Experimental farm and other 
points. To-niuht the distinguished visitor 
was entertained at dinner at the Rideau 
club by somo of the members of the Govern- 
ment. 

Tho Government have decided to call for 
new tenders for lock gates at the Soo canal. 
The refusal of tho Hamilton Bridge Co. to 
accept the contract affords on opportunity 
to the department to make the specifications 
clearer, so as to free the Government from 
any responsibility in unwatering tho look 
after the gates are put in and tested. 

A Yankee fishing schooner, A. R. Crit- 
tenden, of Gloucester, put in at North Syd- 
ney for repairs. She was anxious to pur- 
chase two anchors, but docs not possess a 
license. The department gave the neces- 
sary permission, not to be regarded as a 
precedent. 

Mr. Lefebvre, of Montreal, had an inter- 
view with the Acting Commissioner of 
Customs, to-day, relative to the importa- 
tion in bond of machinery for manufacturing 
sugar from beet root. Mr. Lefebvre wanls 
to stare up a factory at Farnham, and, if 
successful in a few months, ho will then 
willingly pay the duty. If it <Ioch not turn 
out a success, then ho would send the 
machinery out of the country. 

The Free Press states that inquiries aro 
being made with a view to finding a range 
to take the place of tho present Rideau 
range, which is becoming altogether inade- 
quate for the purposes of the force, and 
will become more so when tho militia are 
armed with Mortini-Motford rifles. A new 
site suggested is on tho banks of the Ottawa 
river, three miles below tho city.

BETWEEN TWO FIRES- 

To Knforce tho Geary Law Will Make Diplo- 
matic I)ime.nltles-If Not Enforced the 
United States Show Contempt of Court. 

Washington, Sept. 11. — The statement 
that it was believed the President had 
called a halt in tho execution of the Geary 
law, pending somo further legislation in 
Congress, it can now bo stated authorita- 
tively was correct. No orders have been 
issued to United States Customs Inspectors, 
United States Marshals or other United 
Sta-tcB officers different to or conflicting 
with the oarers issued shortly after the 
decision of the Supremo court, which upheld 
the constitutionality of tho Geary 
law. The orders then issued di- 
rected United States officers to 
enforce all laws against Chinese, except the 
Geary law, and to await further instruc- 
tions bofore they began to enforco the law. 
Dining last week, in response to urgent 
solicitations, tho Treasury department was 
on tho point of issuing generul instructions 
for the enforcement of the Geary law. At 
this point diplomatic difficulties of tho na- 
ture of official protests from the now Chi- 
nese minister arose, and a halt was called 
and no general instructions wero issued, 
i none will probably bo for some time. 
En the meantime, on tho complaint of indi- 
vidual cifizens of Loss Angeles, several Chi- 
9 have been arrested and havo beon 
found guilty by United States Judge Ross 
of being iu tho United States in violation of 
the Geary law and warrants have been is- 
sued by tho court to tho U.S. Marshall for 
t heir deportation.

Accordingly 
Attorney-General Olnoy instructed Marshall 
Gard to carry out tho law as to deportation, 
as far as the funds on hand for that purposo 
will admit, intimating that when they tiro 
exhausted the deportation will have to 
cease, until further action by £ mgross.

A HANDSOME STRUCTURE. 

New Quarters of Rout. Wwd & To , 
Limited— The " LYniple " Building 
Corner Foit ami Laugley Sts. 



Well Lighted aud Well Ventilated, 
Steam Heated Throughout and 
AYith Every Convenience. 

Messrs. Robert Ward & Co., Limited, 
have now moved into and become com- 
fortable settlod in thoir now premises, the 
handsome building below the Bank of 
Britisli Columbiu, known as tho Temple. 
The sito is on the corner of Fort and Lung- 
ley a' roots, with the entrance on the for- 
mer, and it is fitting that on such an ad- 
vantageous location thorc (should have been 
erected what is conceded by all to bo tho 
most attractivo oflioa building in the Pro- 
vince. 

The Temple is a two-story structuro in 
which tho architect, Mr. S. Maclure, has 
combined tho greatest possiblo utility with 
a rare amount of attractiveness. Tho 
foundation is of Cobblo Hill sandstone, 
Which is built, up sufficiently high to make 
tho brick work Bhow up well. Tho bricks 
used in tho walls were all hard pressed and, 
the building having terra cotta facings, 
the work looks oven to a novice 
very neat and massive, while experts at 
once pronounce it very'substantial and solid. 
Tho main entrance on Fort street is through 
an extremely handsome archway, which, 
rising over tho doorway, includes in the 
semi-circle above a large plate glass win- 
dow on tho main ofi'uo tloor. The sides of 
tho archway are supported by round 
polished Scotch granite pillars, adding very 
much to tho general effect. Just inside the 
entrance is a short landing, from which are 
tho entrances to tho downstairs offices, and 
from this landing there runs up to the main 
offices a handsome stono staireaso with low, 
wide steps, which are very easy to ascend. 
The principal ofliceB are on tho top 
story. They are occupied by Robert 
Ward & Co., who have thus obtained ample 
room for thoir large and continually increas- 
ing business. The general office occupies 
the whole of tho upstairs buck 
of the entrance, and is especially 
well lighted and ventilated in 
addition to affording plenty of accommoda- 
tion. This office is separated from tho cor- 
ridor by a handsoma antique oak counter, 
with a protty aolid brass railing on top and 
bevelled English plats gliHs windows. The 
counter was made in Victoria by Messrs. 
Weiler liroa. , and is one of tho most hand- 
some pieces of work ever turned out of their 
factory. The wood is what is known as 
water finished ; the process giving it a pecu 
liar, rich coloring that at once beBpeaks its 
worth. The brass railing divides th 
counter space into various compartments 
for tho different lines of business carried on, 
such as finance, insurance., general shipping, 
etc OH tho general office is the capacious 
vault, tho largest in tho city. This essen- 
tial of every well regulated, first-class office 
has been constructed as well with an eye for 
the future as for tho present, and will bo 
large enough for »ny increase of business. 
There is_a similar vault below, for the down- 
stairs ottices. At tho roar of the general 
offices are the lavatories, etc., and at the 
southwestern corner the staircase leading to 
the largo warehouse below, from which 
thero is a direct shipping entrance for freight 
and merchandise opening out on Langlcy 
street. 

Tho private offices for tho use of members 
of the firm are on tho same floor us the 
general offices, and occupy tho whole of the 
front upstairs. Mr. Robert Ward ubcs the 
room in the front on the north west corner, 
Mr. Thomas R. Smith's office being behind 
and Mr. W. A. Wurd has tho quarters iu 
the north east corner, thero being a private 
office between the two for tho ute of steno- 
grapher and typewriter. 

Downstuirs are two handsome offices at 
present unoccupied. They have separate 
entrances from the main archway in front 
with conveniences for each and can be used 
either en xttile or separately. 

The building is steam heated throughout, 
ono of the moat modern of Gurneys appli- 
ances having been put in. There aro also 
handsome gus and electric light fixtures in 
all parts ot the building. 

Taken as a whole tho Temple is possibly 
the finest building ever put up in Victoria. 
While not so large us somo of the combined 
structures that have been built in the city, 
it is inoro complete than any other and for 
the purposes for which it was intended 
could not have been more convenient, while 
nothing haa been loBt in urchitoctural beauty 
and desigu, and no expense haa been spared 
to make it attractivo aa well a8 massive. 
Ita owners have reason to congratulate 
themselves on the work which is generally 
acknowledged to be a credit to them and to 
the city. 

THE SEALLNGAWAED. 

To tiik Editor:— I was amazed nt tho 
article appearing in last Saturday's evening 
TimeB, headed "A Babbling Ass," refer- 
ring to the Honorable C. H. Tupper, and 
calling that gentleman to account in tho 
moat offensive language that a ■Cabinet min- 
ister had ever been referred to, for simply 
making a statement of facts to a correspond- 
ent of tho Colonist regarding the taking of 
seals, next year. I had the pleasure of a 
correspondence and many personal inter- 
views with the Hon. C. H, Tupper. I can 
bear witness to the fact, that, among all 
those working in the British interest, in- 
cluding Sir Richard Webstor and Sir 
Charles Russell's son and twenty others, 
none made greater efforts to obtain justice 
for the sealera. The Hon. C. H. Tupper 
was constantly at the side of Sir Charles 
Russell, when that able and eloquent coun- 
sellor was addressing tho arbitrators, for 
hours daily for over three weeka, and ut tho 
end of each day they repaired to their 
rooms in the Hotel Chatham and there con- 
sulted for hours on tho argument to bo 
adopted for the next day's sitting. If tho 
gentlemen who complain would take tho 
trouble to read tho five books prepared by 
Hon. C. H. Tupper, setting forth the caso 
and argument of tho claim by tbfl British 
Government, they would not rush in print 
with such an insulting article. I consider 
that tho arbitration has resulted in a favor- 
able verdict for the sealing interest. Not 
one of tho counsel, or those connected with 
tho British case, over believed for one mo- 
ment that tho tribunal would permit Heal- 
ing at any timo iu liehriDg Soa. Lord lfun- 
nen, one of England's ablest judges and 
diplomats, dissented from tho views of his 
colleague, Sir .John Thompson, on evi- 
dence produced by the United States of 
this fuct, that out of 100 seals taken in 
BehringSea M5 per cent, were females. This 
evidence, produced by the United States, 
camo frcm the earliest seulers who entered 
Behring Sea, (in 1885), namely, 
tho schooners Mary Ellen and Fav- 
orite, commanded and partly owned 
by iiiitish subjects, long boforo Capt, Cox 
or any ouo now engaged in tho soaling busi- 



ness entered it. TheBe gentlemen who aro 
complaining of tho award cannot understand 
that a largo amount of sentiment was im- 
ported into this question of protecting seal 
life. The evidence furnished by the United 
States was from firms of undoubted re- 
liability, who have iu tho last twenty yeurs 
disposed of over three millions of seals, and 
they stated as a fact that nearly all tho 
seala taken by the schooners, irrand out of 
tho Bearing Sea, wore females. Mr. Carter 
tho ominent counsel for tho United States 
upon this reliable evidence, in addressing 
the tribunal, stated that, unless his Govern 
nient socured Bom<! award from tho tribuua 
that would protect seal life, his Governmen 
intended to kill ovory seal, irrespective o 
aex, on tho rookeries and on tho islands, 
Every ono of thoso deeply interested in the 
arbitration fdt tho force of Mr. Carter' 
remarks, and I, for one, solemnly beliove 
that the United Statea would have carried 
the slaughter of tho seals into effect. I um 
afraid that but few who are intoreatod in tho 
sealing business understand when Canada 
and tho Imperial Government consented to 
arbitration thero was but ono question bo 
foro tho arbitrators, and that was how thoy 
could best protect this Beal lifo from exter 
mination. Tho United Statea will pro 
hibit their vosaola from sealing in Behring 
Sea or out of it. I consider that the modu. 
vivendi has been a great boon to tho Vic 
toria sealers. It has prevented an over 
production of skins. Had they been allowed 
to soal in Behring Sea, tho catch would 
have been doublo and tho prices about ouo 
half. I know that in 1SS- tho old Alaska 
Commercial Company petitioned the Con 
gross of the United StuteB for permission to 
kill 200,000 Benls per annum iu place of 
100,000 allowed by their lease. They 
cabled to their ugents, C. M. Lampson &/ 
Co., in London, asking their opinion if tho 
market could tako the extra 100,000 skins 
They promptly replied that tho 100,000 
akins would bring more than the 200,000, as 
tho trado could not tako them. I know that 
tho sealers have had larger prices for their 
skins for the last four years than over 
known before. Tho reason is plain : Tho 
old Alaska Commercial Co. for twenty years 
brought to market 100,000 Bkins annually, 
which kept tho seals taken from this coast 
down to ;)Gs. to 38s. each. Things havo 
changed very materially in favor of tho 
sealers since the North American Commer- 
cial Co. have had churgo of tho soul islands, 
four years ago. The greatest number 
killed was tho first year, 21,000 akins 
Since then only 7,500 were allowed eacl 
year. Tho modus Vivendi in this way has 
worked entirely in favor of tho sealers in 
not limiting them as to the catch, whilst the 
company were limited to their respective 
catches taken. It is a certainty that when 
the company can kill 100,000 skins, as 
former years, Northwest Coast skins will 
again relapse to old prices. Tho arbitra- 
tors havo recommended to both Govern- 
ments to desist from killing any souls for 
three years, owing to the evidence and re- 
port of Prof. Elliott, which states that tho 
islands aud rookeries are denuded of breed- 
ing seals. I was very much surprised at 
the liberal award made in allowing schoon- 
ers to enter Behring Sea on August 1st, 
which is undoubtedly the beat month of the 
season, and also allowing them to seal in 
the Pacific Ocean up to May 1st. That is 
tho timu when the seals, after having left 
the seal islandB come to our coast for food 
and climate, and when tho females are with 
young. I found Hon. C. H. Tupper ready 
to liaten to everything that could throw 
light aud interest where the sealci'a interest 
wero at stake. It is mainly duo to him 
that tho Indians are allowed to carry on the 
sealing as they havo done from time im- 
memorial. Id must be flattering to tho 
Hon. C. H. Tupper (now Sir C. H. Tupper) 
that so soon after tho award the Queen has 
been pleased to confer upon him such a dis- 
tinguished favor aa a knighthood for his 
valuable services.

URGENCY NECESSARY. 

Thoro aro sonio of our renders who per 
haps believe that we attach too much Lm 
portnneo to sanitary matters— that we make 
too much fusa about the perversion of sur 
face drains and about keeping the city 
clean. But if such persons would realist) 
that these aro really and truly matters of 
life and death, they would see that we could 
not be too urgent about them or say too 
much. And thia ia just what they are. 
Every intelligent poraon now knows that 
the health of tho inmates of a house or the 
inhabitants of a city depends in a very great 
moasuro upon the state of its drainage 

As soon aa there is a case of illness in a 
houao — typhoid fever, Bcarlet fever, dysen 
tery, diphtheria, or what not, tho very first 
enquiries that are made, are what is its 
situation? und what ia tho state of its drain- 
age ? for it ia now known if the situation is 
unfavorable and if the drainago is defective 
the probability is that these are the cauae^o 
the sickness. Disease is now traced to 
theso causes with as much certainty as that 
a ehower will make those who are exposed 
to it wet, or that heat will stimulate per 
Bpiration. There is no room for mistake 
Tho foul gaaea that exhale from filth 
sodden aoil or from an exposed drain, aro as 
certain to produce diaeaso as that an emeti 
will cause a disturbance in tho stomach, or 
that opium or arsenic, if taken in sufficient 
quantities, will destroy life. 

This is so well known in these duyB that 
thero are diseases, and diseases that a 
very common too, which are called " filth 
• diseases." They aro caused by dirt and are 
continued by dirt. Tho only effective cure 
for them is to remove the dirt. 

Unreflecting persons, because they do not 
see this poison in the air, and because it is 
not taken in pills or draughts, imagine that 
it does not exist, and they concludo that 
thoso who are afraid of it aro full of whims 
— are, in a word, cranks. But they are not. 
Experience haa shown that tho insidious 
poison which men, women and children 
tako in with every breath they draw, is 
deadly, and doea infinitoly more harm than 
recognized poisons, such as arsenic, bella- 
donna, opium, pruaBic acid, and the rest. 
It not only takea away life, but it under 
minca tho conatitution, and where it doea 
not kill outright it makea life miserable. 

There is no use in biding the truth. Th 
men who are rcaponaiblo for allowing 
liouso or a city to be exposed to these 
deadly gaaes are as much poisoners as if 
they mixed arsenic with their food and 
drink. This cannot bo denied, and there ia 
no excuso in these days for being ignorant 
of the unwholesome nature of dirt in all its 
shapes and forms. A man is not fit to bo 
a master of a houso, much leas un alderman 
who ia not alivo to tho ovila consequent upon 
allowing decomposing filth to bo exposed to 
tho atmosphere which men, women and 
children aro compelled to breathe. The 
women and children aro the greatest suffer 
er8 from the foul air, which ia gouorated in 
and near tho houses in which they live 
.They must remain indoors tho greater part 
of tho time. If tho air ia poisonous, they 
aro continually taking doaea of it, uncon- 
sciously, it may bo. Tho consequences of 
this slow poisoning aro soon seen in tho palo 
cheeks and languid bodies of tho sufferers, 
oven when they aro not stricken down by a 
filth disease. 

It iB tho very first duty of those who 
bavo tho management of tho city's affairs 
to take measures to havo tho air which the 
citizens breathe made pure and kept 
puro. Nothing should provont their doing 
thia duty. Cleanliness, in a civic Benso, ia 
not next to godliness ; it is godliness. To 
neglect it is wickedness, for tho conso- 
quenco of that neglect ia tho doatruction of 
life. Tho aldermen of this city would bo 
appalled if they knew how many lives are 
annually sacrificed in this city of Vietoriu 
through neglect of sanitary laws on tho 
part of tho Corporation. Lot tho city bo 
well drainod, lot it bo clean in other re- 
speots and lot it bo supplied with pure 
water, and thoro would bo immediately such 
an improvement in the public hoalth, such 
a diminution in the doath rate as would fill 
tho intelligent obaerver with wonder. This 



ia whut his taken placo in cities of the Old 
World, and, as liko causes produce like 
effects, tbis ia what would tako place 
hero. 

Being convinced, then, of tho deplorable 
effects that follow disregard of tbo laws 
which aro known to bo necessary for the 
preservation of tho public health, und 
knowing the beneficial consequences of ob- 
serving those laws, it cannot bo surprising 
that we condemn tho neglect and porvorsion 
which wo S'jo almost everywhere, and that 
we insist upon sanitury reform. When we 
consider tho necessity of such a roform 
and reflect upon tho lamentable conse- 
quences that neglect and ignoranco aro pro- 
ducing, wo feel like condemning oursolveB 
for being too cold and too sluck. There ia 
no political reform that oun bo mentioned 
Ihut is half so important to tho citizens of 
Victoria or that would affect them so 
closely and so beneficially aa a reform in tho 
sanitary condition of this city. 

CO UNOILLOBSAND CONTRA CTORS. 

Our readers will bo . greatly surprised to 
Sad that ox- Alderman Baker has been nom- 
inated to the seat iu tho Council which ho 
found it neceseury to resign a few days ugo. 
Why ho resigned is well known to the 
eltctora. If all tho members of the Council 
become interested in contracts, if they use 
their position to advance their own personal 
interests and to fill their own pockets, how 
is tho city's work to be done? Tho law 
very properly fines a Councillor vory heavily 
who votes after ho haa disqualified himself. 
Such a law was enacted in order that City 
Councillors should have no object or inter- 
est except tho welfare of tho citizens in 
casting their votea. Tho heaviness of tho 
fine ($t!,f>00) showa what tho legislators 
thought of the nature of tho offence. And 
they look upon the matter iu the right 
light. Tho man who, when ho undertakes 
to perform tho duties of a City Councillor, 
becomea iritercated "either diroctly or in- 
directly " in any contract, with or for tho 
municipality, commits a eerioua offence. If 
tho majority of tho Councillors did this tho 
citizens would bo at tho mercy of a ring 
who would bo perpetually scheming how 
they could uso their office to make money 
for themselves, 

The olectors of tho North Ward will, we 
hope, remember this, and will teach Mr. 
Baker that they elect men to tho City 
Council to do their business and not to fill 
their own pockets. Self ■ preservation, 
which is the first law of naturo, requires 
them to do this, for if they do not show 
their disapprobation of every form of city 
jobbery there is no knowing where 
tho evil will end. The civic 
corruption in New York that grow 
to such gigantic proportions in Boss Tweed's 
timo had very small beginnings. At first tho 
law in apparently trifl ing nutters was violated 
with impunity. The electors were careless 
and allowed the law-breakers to continue in 
ollico and the wholo corporation from top to 
bottom beenmo in courae of time completely 
rotten. The people themselves wore mainly 
to blame for this. • 

Jobbery has made its appearauco in the 
Victoria City Council. Bargains havo been 
made between contractors and Councillors. 
Let the electors do what they can to put a 
stop to this. One of the bargaining con- 
tractors ia before the electors of tho North 
Wurd for rc-olection. Let them show by 
promptly rojocting him that they under- 
stand both their own interests and the no- 
turo of his offence. 



)YHA T NEX T ! 



The question now Is what will Mr. Glad- 
stone do ? Will he resign at onco, or will 
ha hold on to office and defer an appeal to 
the people on tho Homo Rule quostion until 
resignation is forced upon him ? It appears 
that the Queen is of opinion that tho proper 
thing for Mr. Gladstone to do is to resign 
now. She, of course, has the power to ask 
him for his resignation, but Her Majesty 
haa always been exceedingly diacrcot in tho 
exercise of the Prerogative. She may 
always bo depended upon to act in a way 
strictly constitutional, and also in a way 
which will not tend to make monarchy un- 
popular in Great Britain. The probability 
then ia that she will leave it with Mr, 
Gladstone himself whether to resign 
or to remain in cilice, and this 
we beliove will bo decided by the nation to 
bo tho proper cour.ie. To dismiss her minis- 
try, as she has the undoubted power to do, 
would be to givo the radicals and re- 
publicans and tho whole riff-raff of mal- 
contents a handle og tinst her which th*!y 
would not bo slow vigorously and noisily to 
use. Tiffs is tho crowd which is now de- 
nouncing tho Houso of Lords for rejecting 
the Home Rule bill. But tho outcry ia a 
Hensoless one, for if tlio Houao of Lords is 
ever to excrebe its constitutional power it 
could not do so with hotter reason or greater 
propriety than in taking tho action it did 
on Mr. Gladstone's measure. Tho bill was in 
the first placo carried by a vory small ma- 
jority; in tho second place tho people kt ev 
nothing about it at tho general election 
and in tho third placo even at 
that elootion a majority of the 'peoplo of 
Great Britain decided against Homo Rale in 
any form. The Lords had, therefore, very 
good reason to doubt that tho nation was favor- 
ablo to Mr. Gladatono'a bill. There are 
hundrods of thousands in Great Britain to- 
day who honestly heliovo that if it were sub- 
mitted to tho pooplo now it would ho ro- 
jeoted by an overwhelming majority. Tho 
action of tho Houso of Lords is, wo boliore, 
approved by the great mujority of the people 
of all parties and opinions. There are, we 
havo no doubt, largo numbers of Liberals 
who aro pleased that tho peoplo will huvo a 
chanoo to dooide directly on tho measure. 
They believe that no Intoro3t will suffer by 
a littlo delay. 

It ia ovident that Mr, Gladstone 
doos nob intend to resign jusG 
now. Ho la planning to go on 



with tho work of legislation just as if noth- 
ing unusual had happened. Meanwhile all 
parties will bo preparing for the appeal to 
the people. It is said by some that tho 
Homo Rule agitation ha3 ended, that vory 
littlo will bo said about it in tho future, 
and that tho next Home liulo campaign 
will bo a silent one. We are not of that 
opinion, Wo believe that when lIio next 
general eloction comes on in Groat Britain 
the nation will bo agitated as it has never 
boforo been agitated. The etrugglo will bo 
regarded by millions as ono of life and death, 
and men who boliovo that they aro fighting 
[or national existence will not likely ba 
calm und dispassionate. 

THE BEHRlSa SEA PA TJIOL. 

The moro our American neighbors rcllect 
upon tho award of the Behring Sea Arbitra- 
tors tho less thoy liko it. They find that it 
is not nearly so favorable to them us many 
of them at first imagined. It restricts tl.om 
in many ways, and beiore it can be enforced 
a costly patrol must be maintained, not only 
in Behring Sea but all along tho-Pacifio 
Coast, from California to Alaska. If, after 
tho close season begins, tho souls in the 
Northern Pacific are not to bo touched they 
will havo to be well guarded, and to guard 
them well will bo an expensive business. 
Tho Americans seem to think that tho 
United States will havo to take upon its 
shoulders tho burden of koeping off poach- 
ers. It is suggested that Greut Britain 
should take a part in this work of convoying 
tho aoals in their journey to their breeding 
grounds, but very littlo dependence seema 
to be placed on their cooperation. It is 
very questionable whether tho benefit which 
the United States will derive from tho pos- 
session of the Pribyloff Islands will compen- 
sate them for the expenso of aotiag as police- 
men of the sea. The work of the patrol 
will be all tho more difficult as it haa been 
decided that Behring Sea is not a closed sea. 
If tho Americans possessed the sovereignty 
of thut sea thoy could drive sealing and 
other vessels out of it, no matter where they 
might be found. Now British and foreign 
vessels sailing outside the sixty mile zone 
may laugh at either Americun or British 
cruisers. Their right to sail unmolested on 
the high seas has been secured to thcni. We 
are not surprised that tho Americans do not 
liko the work of policing the Bea cut out lor 
them by tho Arbitrators. 

A DEPLORABLE CHANGE. 

Tho duysof surpluses in the United States 
aro past, at any rate for u time. Tho ex- 
penditure of ovcry month is now greater 
than the receipts, and there is every pros 
pect that this state of things will continue 
until the end of tho year. The receipts of 
the United States Treasury for July and 
August were $54,796,661, and tho expendi 
tura was §72, 9S 1,1 17. This left a deficit of 
$18,184,456. By far the greater expendi 
turo of tho States is under statute, and con 
sequently thero is cot a very large margin 
for economy, even if Congress were disposed 
to bo economical. But it shows no signa of 
desiring to cut down the expenditure. It 
ia, therefore, sate to calculate upon a deficit 
at the end of the year of somewhere about 
$108,000,000. This will leave tho Treasury 
at the end of tho year a good deal worse 
than empty. Tho gold reserve will have 
disappeared and there will bo nothing to 
draw upon except the silver that has been 
s'-oretl away. This is not a very, pleasant 
prospect for a country, even so rich us tl 
United States. The necessity for raising a 
large revenue muat interfere with the plans 
of tho tariff reformers, for it will hardly do 
for iho Government to cut down taxes, with 
a big deficit Btaring them iu tho face, Tho 
actuation, as the New York Times says, ii 
serious, and one which Congress will ho ob 
liged to consider and act upon before very 
long.

FATALLY STABBED. 



Colored Seamen Wiud Uj) a Saturday 
Night Spree With a 
Tragedy. 



The hand of allliction has during the past 
week beon laid very heavily upon Mr. and 
Mrs. Sparrow ot Church' Way. On Thurs- 
day last their littlo daughter, Florence May, 
was seized with a prevalent infantile com- 
plaint and death soon followed; yesterday 
her twin sister, littlo Sarah, died. The hus- 
band and father is at present an invalid in 
tho house, crippled as a result of a recent 
accident to his foot. 

A cold storage warehouse being an in- 
stitution of great advantage to any city, it is 
hoped that tho business men of Victoria 
will by attendance at the meeting this 
afternoon show that they take interest in 
the proposal to establish one hero. The 
meeting will bo hold iu the Board of Trade 
rooms at 4 o'clock, and is open to all inter- 
ested.

beef and told her to givo a piece to the 
child to suck, and keep doing so until it 
recovered. This it did and grew to man- 
hood, and in as many cases as tried it was 
effective" 

Rev. Dr Campbell preached and dis- 
pensed the Saorament of tho Suppor, Sun- 
day, at the Presbyterian missions in Sooke 
and Metohosin, to good congregations. This 
was tho Doctor's first visit to that part of 
tho island, ami he is much pleused with tho 
prospects of tho people.

Evidence Before tho Coroner's Jury 
Fastens the Crime Upon 
tho Accused. 

" Wo find that the deceased, Daniel Jones, 
cimo to his death from a wound inflicted by 
e. knifo iu the hands of tho prisoner, John 
Wilson, " is tho sequel, furnished last even- 
ing by tho coroner's jury, to an affair which 
took placo on the bark Rathdown ut Sidney, 
on Saturday ovening. Word having been 
brought to this city by Constable Moore, on 
Sunday morning, Supt. Hussey and Sergt. 
Langloy of the Provincial polico, Magistrate 
Macrae and Br. Frank Hall went out to 
Sidney, whero tho deposition of Daniel 
Jones, wdio waB badly wounded but not 
known to bo dying, was taken. In this ho 
declared his wounds to have been indicted 
by the prisoner, who was already under 
arrest and iu irons on tho ship. Dr. Frank 
Hall having dressed Jones' wounds as well 
us possible on the spot, ho wus plueed in a 
wagon to bo driven to tho Jubileo hospitul, 
there being just a possibility that by skil- 
ful treatment there he might bo brought 
round. On tho way iu he complained of 
fooling worso, and asked for a drink of 
brandy, which was procured for him by 
Sergt. Laugley nt tho Pruirio Tavern, but. 
shortly after leaving there ho died. Tho 
remains wero taken to Charles Huyward's 
undertaking rooms, where a post mortem 
as made. 

An inquest was held last evening in Supt. 
Hussey's ollice, tho coroner, Dr. Husell, 
presiding, and the jury being Wm. Munsie 
(foreman), Jos. Wilson, Thoa. B.»kor, 
Alphoneo 0. Roy, Wm. Davis and 
Wm. S. Slamin. Dr. Hall gave evidence 
aa to tho nature of tho injuries, showing 
thut tho instrument inflicting tliem hud 
wounded tho "apron," passed cle*r through 
the right loboof tho liver, and then wounded 
the stomach, How the affair occurred was 
described by three seamen of tho Rathdown, 
all colored, their names being John Francis, 
Win. Alexundor and Chas, Titley. The 
deceased, Daniel Jones, and tho prisoner, 
John Watson, also aro colored. Tho 
prisoner was, of course, present ut tho in- 
quest. He is about forty-five years of ago, 
and apparently a native of tho West in- 
dies. Ho is very black and has a shaggy 
growth of board, which gives ferocity to his 
appearance. Last night ho had a great 
white bandage round his head, binding tho 
wounds roceived in tho ufl'ray leading up to 
the tragedy which bus placed him iu peril, 
and ho seemed uttoily cast down at the 
prospect beforo him. 

The evidence was in detail very contra- 
dictory, but on tho main point there was no 
dispute. It seems that after knocking off 
work"on Saturday evening a number of the 
crew, including the prisoner and tho de- 
ceased, wont to tho public house in tho vil- 
lago of Sidney, and there got "properly 
drunk," as one witness described it. Re- 
turning to the vessel, they soon were fierce- 
ly quarreling, tho bottles of rum brought 
buck with them being tho source of the 
trouble. It is claimed, though not made 
positively clour, that tho prisoner ohased 
John Francis, one of the seamen, brandishing

a knife ; and it appears that Francis in re- 
taliation or defence seized a hoe handle and 
emote the prisoner to the ground, badly 
wounding him about the head. One witness 
stated that it was while the prisoner, after 
being hurt, wus being borne to his bunk, 
that ho struck ut the deceased, who hud 
been pulling at him and otherwise annoying 
him. Another statement is that after the 
"general row, when things had pretty well 
quieted down, tho deceased camo into the 
forecastle, and that us ho did so the prisoner 
reached over to his bunk, drew a knife from 
it, and mudo a vicious cut at him, exclaim- 
ing ac the same timo: "You 

; you'll come with me." Tho deceased, 

it is said, pressed his hands to his 
sido without a word or groan, and stag- 
gered away towards the door, und meeting 
a man called " Fiji," Baid to him, " Don't 
say a word ! Show mo the way out." He 
was heard groaning on tho deck soon after- 
wards and brought into tho forecastle, 
where it was found ho had been ttibbed 
and was seriously wounded. In tho mean- 
time the prisoner had made hia way to his 
buuk and was sitting on the sido of it, with 
a bottle in one bund and a knife in tho 
other; Bnd the Captain of tho ship coming 
iu took away from him the knife which is 
now produced, as that with which tho fatal 
deed was done. Ho was afterwards placed 
in irons in the ship, pending removal by the 
polico, 

The prisoner last night had nothing to ask 
witnesses save on the ono point : " Did I 
huve a knifo when I went ushoro ? Whero 
could I get a knife '! " His mind run solely 
on that, and ho appeared loo dazad to think 
of anything else, or to notice that tho evi- 
dence showed tho knife to huve come out of 
the bunk. 

To-day tho prisoner, and the witnesses 
heard last night, will be taken out to Sid- 
ney, where a magisterial inquiry will bo 
opened on board tho vessel. Tho party 
will leave Victoria this morning. There 
will be several witnesses examined besides 
those already heard.

TlIE case of Ah Son, who was convicted 
in tho Police court of peddling without a 
licenso, came up in tho County court yes- 
terday before Mr. Justice Drake, Mr. E. V.

Sydney, N. S. W. 
August 17, 1893. 
Under auspices not favorable to the long 
cherished idea of a Pacific cable from Cana- 
da to Australia free from the risk of inter- 
ruption through connection with tho terri- 
tory of any European power other than 
Great Britain, tho French ship Francois 
Arago will this week sot out from Moreton 
bay to lay between Bundaborg, in Queens- 
land, and New Caledonia, the eight hundred 
miles of cable which formed her cargo from 
Frunce. The project has been undertaken 
by tho Souieto Francaiao dea Telegrupb.es 
Sous-marine, of Paris, Frunce, who are to 
receive a guuranteo from tho governments 
of France, of Queensland and of New South 
Wales, of £ll?,U00 a year for thirty years, 
over and above the expense of working the 
cable, the French Government's share of tho 
guarantee being £8,000 and that of each of 
tho others X'J.OOO, up to which amount Gov- 
ernment messages are to bo transmitted freo. 
Tho ugreement with tho Governments of 
New South Wales and Queensland does not 
specifically bind them to this Now Caledoniu 
line as part of tho only wablo to North 
America to bo laid from their shoros, but 
there are two paragraphs in tho agreement 
which ure evidently understood in that 
senso by the French company This agree- 
ment was signed in April, 1892. Tho agent 
of tho French compauv, Audloy Coote, in 
tho correspondence loading up to tho con- 
tract said: 

" The following route has been decided 
upon, viz: From Queensland to New Cale- 
donia, then Fiji, thence Samoa, thence Fan- 
ning Island, thence Honolulu, thence San 
Francisco or Vancouver, either of the two 
lust named placos to bo decided upon by tho 
Australian Governments. 

" Tho approximate cost to complete tho 
main cablo is about £2,000,000, upon which 
a Bum equal to 4 per cent, guarantee will be 
most likely asked, which means ubout 
£80,000 a year, of which Canada has prom- 
ised to give her share in proportion to popu- 
lation, and tho Government of Hawaii huve 
passed a Bpecial act of parliament giving as 
her share an absolute subsidy of £0,000 u 
year. The King of Samoa his given the 
abaolute right for landing cables iuto and 
out of that archipelago, and wo have every 
roason to believe that England and Ger- 
many will Msiefc on behalf of that place to- 
ward a guarantee. Tho authorities of FJjl 
havo recommended and BBked thut the Im- 
perial Government give £5,000 a year, 
and tho last Congress of the United States 
of America "aye £5,000 towards oimpleting 
the survey from San Francisco to Honolulu, 
which was finished about two mouths ago. 

" I undertake, on behalf of the Societe 
Francaiao des Telegraphes Sousmarins, to 
immediately carry on tho next Bection to 
Fiji, and upon that section being finished, 
to tho third section, viz , Samoa, and ao on, 
until Honolulu and Vancouver aro reached, 
provided that an equitable guarantee is 
subscribed by tho Australian colonies, and 
other interested parties." 

A letter from Sir John A. Macdonald, 
dated Ottawa, January 24, 1801, appears in 
the printed correspondence, addressed to 
the Hon. Audley Coote, M L C, Hobart, 
Tasmania. In this the then Cinadian 
Premier states : " I lose no Lime in inform- 
ing you that your communication is very 
gratifying ;" and he promises to submit the 
matter to the Cabinet and writo more fully 
later. 

OIUECTIONS TO THE ROUTE. 

As soon aa tho Government of Victoria 
became aware of the terms of the contruct 
made by New South Wales and Qeenaland, 
a letter of friendly remonstrance was ad 
dressed (I'Jlh November, 189-2.) to the Prem 
fers of those colonies, but without result, 
The objections are outlined in a letter which 
Hon. J. B. Patterson, Premier of the colony 
of Victoria, forwurded to Sir John Thomp 
son, Premier of Canada, on the 8th May, 
1893, in which tho writer Br.ys : 

" The subject of a main Pacific cable for 
telegraphic communication between Auatra 
laaiu and Canada has recently engaged the 
attention of the Australasian governments, 
and thero is a point in connection with it 
which I desiro to bzing under your notice 

" Tho project in question has for some 
years been under consideration ; but I 
would p .rticularly refer to the discussion 
which took pluco at the Colonial Conferen 
held in London in 1887 ; vide pp. '212 et 
seq. of the Proceedings of tho Conference 

" Tho proposals of Mr. Sandf ml Fleming 
formed tho basis of the discussion ; and th 
principle enunciated by him, that any oabli 
between Australia and America should pass 
through British territory as exclusively aa 
possible, was cordially endorsed by tho 
other members of the conference. 

"Recently, however, the coloniea of 
Queensland and New South Wales have en 
tered into a contract with a foreign company 
— tho Societo Francaiso des Telegraphes 
Sous-marinB— for a cablo to New Caledonia, 
which is not a British possession, and the 
formal contruct of tho New South Walea 
Government with tho company contains tho 
following clause, viz.: 

" The said cable shall form part of th 
main Public cable connecting Queenaland 
with Vancouver, San Francisco, or other 
such places in North America as may here- 
after bo determined. The published corre 
spondence of the Queensland government 
shows the same understanding. 

" I do not dwell upon the point referred 
to in tho correspondence that the engage 
ment has been entered into by the two colo 
nies independently, further than to remark 
that the other colonies, not having been con- 
sulted, are, of course, not responsible in the 
matter. But tho featuro of it, which I 
desire more particularly to bring to your 
notice, ih that the principle ho much pressed 
in the Colonial Conference, of adhering as 
far as possible to British territory in tho 
laying of this cable, has been quite abandon- 
ed in the contract with tho Societe Fran- 
caiao des Telegraphes Sous-inariiis. Not 
only is tho cable to pass— quite needlessly — 
through New Caledonia, but oven the 
American terminus may bo foreign territory 
ua well. 

" Canada having, not only in its great 
railway but in its udvocicy of a Pacific 
cable, always supported the maintenance of 
a connection with British territory, I now 
lay tho matter beforo you, and beg to state 
that tho undertaking in question is ono for 
which this Government hus no responsibil- 
ity, and that it does not view with favor the 
route which has been chosen or tho contract 
entered into." 

From tho above it will be seen that the 
arrungoment of a Pacifio cablo achemo with 
tho several governments of Australasia will 
involvo some difficulty, as in all probability 




tho smaller colonies will sido with Victoria 
in tho stand taken. Tho present company 
appear from tho records to havo had livo or 
six years ago to face a rival association of 
gentlomen who woro then promoting a routo 
excluding Now Calodonia. The sanction 
and approvul of tho Canadian Government 
wua at that timo claimed by tho representa- 
tives of tho distinctly British route, who 
proposed that tho lino should go via Now 
Zealand, Fiji, Fanning Ialanda and Hawaii, 
to Vancouver.

DUBLIN'S MAYOR 

Will Get the Cold Shoulder From Chicago 
Irishmen. 

CiiiCAtiO, Sept. II.— The Irish and Irish- 
Amoriciu residents of this city havo been 
engaged for tho past few months in prepar- 
ing a reception for Lord Mayor Shanks, of 
Dublin, upon hia visit to this city this week, 
but recent developments would indicate 
that these elaborate arrangements have 
fallen through, and that the coming and 
going of tho chief tnagistrato of tho capital 
city of Ireland will bo unheralded by the 
blare of trumpeta or the , acclaim of loyal 
Irishmen. Eirly in August tho Lord Mayor 
tendered a banquet to the ollicers of the 
United States man-of-war Chicago, then 
moored in Irish waters, lie invited to this 
function the Imperial officers resident in 
Dublin castle, but neglected to extend a 
similar county to tho common council of 
tho city and other representatives of tho 
Home Rule government. Hence his popu- 
larity in Chicago is on tho wane among the 
aona and daughters of Erin s Isle, and the 
urrangements for his reception huve been 
declared " off."

The City Barristers' Opinion That 
Surface Drains Cannot be Used 
as Sewers, 



And Still Some Aluermeii Favor House 
Conuections— General Busi- 
uess Transacted. 



For some weeks past about half an hour 
has been occupied every evening reading 
the record of previous meetings. The old 
procedure was to tako tho minutes as read, 
until Aid. Bragg raised an objection. When 
the Council met last evening the junior 
member for the North Ward was not on hand, 
and live minutes past eight tho Council got 
down to serious business. There were pre- 
sent Mayor Beaven, Aid. MpKiUickn, 
lielyea, Si yles, Henderson and Robertson. 
Aid. Bragg and Munn came in afterwards. 

Under tho head of communications, tho 
following letter was read : 

Victoria, Sept. 9, 189'. 
IT. J. Dowltr, Esq., CMC, Victoria : 

Sir :— We are in receipt of your letter of the 
7th inst., enclosing Surface Drains by-law, 1883, 
p.ans of the proposed drains, ana a copy of tho 
resolution of iho City Council, in which letter 
you n-k for our opinion on tho following ques- 
tion, viz.: "Can tho Corporation authorize and 
allow any person on tho line of any or all sur. 
face drains 10 directly connect cither water 
closet, or hath, or sink, or a house drain, for 
.any purpose, with the Burface drain!" and in 
reply we beg to state th ic, after perusal o' tho 
documents submitted, we are of the opinion 
that they cannot. Yours, etc , 

(Sd.) "EBERTS & Tavi.ou." 

On motion of Aid. Styles the letter was 
ordered to he spread upon tho minutes. 

Au>. Mc'Kii.i.kjan thought that if house 
connections were not to he allowed to be 
made with tho surface drains, it would 
simply mean that other drains would have 
to be provided. 

Frederick Brown and 75 other residents 
of Victoria West wanted to know what 
they might expect during tho coming winter 
in the way of oleetric light or tire protec- 
tion. 

Al.u. BRAGS suggested that the petition 
bo referred to the Finance committee, to re- 
port if it were not possible to grant some 
money for lighting in Victoria West. He 
made a motion to this ell'ect, which was 
seconded by Aid. Belyea and carried unani- 
mously. 

Thos. Hooper, architect, wrote on behalf 
of E. Chapman asking leave to connect with 
the Dallas Koad surface drain. 

Ald. McKillican declared that if the 
houses were not allowed to connect with 
these surface drains, disease would increase 
ten fold, as tho sewage and filth would only 
accumulate under tho sidewalks and along 
the streets. 

Ald. Henderson did not see how the 
Council, in face of such a report as had "been 
received from tho barristers, could allow 
anyone to connect with the surface drains, 
yet he thought some arrongement should 
have been mads to allow house water from 
batha and sink3 to bo carried off by the sur- 
face drainB. Otherwise the Burfaco drains 
would be more than useless. 

Ald. Braog claimed that tho surface 
drains were sewers, and that u " whole lot 
of people " who did not know what they 
were taking about, were trying " to raise a 
misunderstanding." If peoplo understood 
tho matter as well as he did they would not 
talk a3 they did. Ho had talked to the 
Heulth Officer, Dr. Duncan, who had toid 
him that there would be no danger to tho 
public health. 

Ald. Styles thought the sooner a test 
case was made of the suiface draius by-law 
the better, just to see if the City had not 
power to allow house connections to be 
made. 

AtD. Rohertso.v was of opinion that 
sewerage matters in Victoria were very 
much confused, and, as a result of appoint- 
ing commissioners who knew nothing about 
drainage to take charge of the work, the 
city hud now neither one nor the other. 
He could not understand why the Cook 
street drain, for instance, Bhould have been 
dug so deep. 

THE MAYOR explained that the Cook 
street drain was to drain what was known 
as the View street basin, and as water 
would not run up hill the drain had to be 
made deep. 

Ald. Bklyka said he thought the best 
thing to do with the letter from Mr. Hooper 
was to reply stating the effect of the city 
birristers' opinion. YV hat the solution of 
the question was ho was not at this time 
prepared to say, but ho did know one or 
two simple facts. In tho first place water 
would not run up hill, and to make the 
surface drains answer the purpose they were 
intended for they had to be laid deep enough 
to lot the water run down hill. Another 
thing, it was quite possible that there were 
other people in the world besides the late 
sanitary engineer who did not know any- 
thing about sowers. This question of put- 
ting sewage into the surface drains was a 
new one to him. From the inception of the 
surface drains scheme such a proposition 
had never been hinted at. He never had 
heard it mooted, and not until these drains 
were actually being built had anyone 
appeared to discover that they might be 
converted into sowers. His opinion was 
that to convert these drains into sewers 
would be to make them an evil 
instead of a blessing. They were not in- 
tended to be sewers. There was no way of 
flushing them, and tho sewugo that would 
go into them in the summer would remain 
there, and the stench would be more dan- 
gerous than if the sewage were allowed to 
remain on the ground. Of course, ho was 
aware that his friends to the right (Aid. 
Styles and Bragg) knew all about sewerage 
matters. They had made a lifo study of the 
subject : they had seen surface drains con- 
verted into sewers and sewers into BUrface 
drains, and knew all about it; but for his 
part he preferred to take tho opinions of 
competent engineers whoso business it was 
to understand these matters, and ho had not 
yet heard of any engineer of any prominence 
who had ever tuggested that surface drainB 
should be sewers. Bad as it might bo to 
have sewage on tho ground, it would bo ten 
times worse to run it into surface drains 
■ where, without being carried off and without 
the action of the atmosphere, it would be a 
standing menace to the public health. It 
would certainly bo a hardship to some peoplo 
to have the old box drains done away with, 
but ho could not at present Bee any way out 
of the difficulty. Ho moved, seconded by 
Aid. McKillican, that Mr. Hooper bo in- 
formed of the opinion of the City barristers. 

Ald. STYLES still considered tho surface 
drains should he used to convey sewage. 
Aid. Belyea's motion carried. 
Residents of Spring Ridgo wroto afking 
for a sewer along Fernwood Road. Re- 
ferred to the Sewerage committeo and City 
Engineer to report. 

The Sewerage committee reported that 
tho work of constructing flush tanks for the 
drains should ba done by corporation men 
under tho direct supervision of the City 
Engineer, Aid. Belyea explaining that thU 
would save timo and somo expenso, as in 
any ca6o the Engineer would have to sup 



crintend tho construction, tho work being 
more or less technical. Xho roport was 
adopted. 

Two reporta wero receivod from the 
Finance committee recommending tho ap- 
propriation of §10,455 out of tho Surface 
Drainage by-law money, and $712. .'12 out of 
general revenue. The reporta wero adopted. 

Merchants along Douglas otrcot petitioned 
the Council not to put hacks in front of 
their premises. This was laid on tho table, 
Aid. Balyea stating that ho had no inten- 
tion of putting hacks there. 

Ex- Aid. Wriglesworth complained of the 
drain near his property, and asked the 
Council, if it had any move in it at all, to 
move in this direction. Aftor some discus- 
sion, the City Clerk wua instructed to in- 
form Mr. VVriglesworth that tho matter 
would bo attended to. 

A petition from a largo number of rate- 
payers was recived, asking that tho assess- 
ment prepared this year for health purposes 
ho spread over three years, instead of being 
levied all at once. 

Ald. STYLES thought if thore was any 
possible way to grant the request it ought to 
be granted. Taxes wero so high that it was 
a burden to own real estate, and tho man 
who had least property was tho best off. He 
moved that the request bo granted. 

Tine Mayor wanted Aid. Stylea to ex- 
plain how the request could bo granted, as 
lie did not think it would bo right to de- 
ceivo the public. The atatuto gave tho 
Council power to levy a health rate, and tho 
Uuveuue by law had been passed iu accord- 
ance with the statute. \\ hat could be 
done '! The money had to be raised. The 
general rate was less than last 
year, and out of this thero was 
a largo amount to be puid for 
education and S.'iU.OOO more for public debt 
than had to be provided last year. The 
petition asked that the rate bo levied two 
mills on the dollar for three years instead of 
six mills this your, and the Council had no 
power to do this. 

Ald. Robertson objected to tho expendi- 
ture for a contagious disease hospital. It 
wus time enough to build a hospital when 
an epidemic cirr.e. 

Ald BELYEA moved, Bcconded by Aid. 
McKillican, that the petitioners bo inform- 
ed that the Council has no power to extend 
the payment of a levy over a longer poriod 
than one year. Carried.

About S o'clock this evening 
she sent her three littlo children to a neigh, 
bor's, John Gagen, and then deliberately 
took her wo life.

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I lie Indians Can CroHH. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 1 1.— Immigrant In- 
spector Snyder has telegraphed from Taco- 
ma. Wash., risking for instructions in the 
case of 500 Canadian Indians, who have 
crossed tho boundary to engage in hop- 
picking. 1c is represented that these Indiana 
pay their own expenses. Secretary Carlisle 
this afternoon instructed Agent Snyder that 
he could not interfere with Canadian Indians 
coming iuto the United States and obtain- 
ing work, unless they came under contract. 

Another Hlc Strike. 

Pittsburgh, Sept. 11, — Tho coul miner.-.' 
stiiku was iiauguiated, to day, and about. 
45,000 men are idle. Tho striko ia confined 
to the railroad mines, w here the order has 
been issued to reduce wages below tho 70 
cents per ion rate. 

rirc Chiefs' Convention Postponed. 
ASTORIA, Or., Sept. 10. — Secretary 
Woraley, of tho N irthwestcrn Association 
of firo chiefs, has issued instructions post- 
poning the second annual meeting from the 
middle of the month until tho Midwinter 
fair opens in San Francisco. 

Sound Shingle Business. 

Seattle, Sept. 11. — The renewal of 
activity in the shingle industry continues in 
the down Sound country, evidenced by an 
increased demand for cars for oast- bound 
shipments, and by tho resumption of opera- 
tions at moro mills. Tho Prairie mill, north 
of Sedro, is again in operation, and tho 
Parker mill in the eume vicinity is being 
prepared for work. Tho manufacturers 
continuo to complain of low prices, but 
they arc making tho best of what business 
tip iv is. 

To Protect American Interests. 

Washington, Sept. 11.— Orders were 
sent lo tlie commander of the United States 
cruiser Detroit, at Norfolk, directing that 
veBsel to bo made ready for sea In tho 
quickest possible time, in older to sail for 
Bio de Janeiro to protect American inter- 
ests there during the revolution. The De- 
troit will bo probably ready to leavo Nor- 
fork for P.io to-morrow or Wednesday. The 
Newark, also at Noifork, is being fitted 
for service, and will aail for Brazil within a 
day or two ufter tho Detroit leaves. 

Train Bobbers Captured. 

OsWEGO.Kas., Sept. 11. — Threo men who 
robbed a Frisco train at Mound Valley, 
Kansas, and killed tho express messenger, 
Chapman, last week, have been captured 
and arc now in jail at Arkansas City. All 
of the prisoners admit their guilt, and one 
admits having killed tho messenger. 

McCarthy's " Cable." 
New YORK, Sept. 11.— The Irish Nation- 
al Federation of America has received tho 
following oiblo dispatch from Justin Mc- 
Carthy, M.P. : " Tho rejection of the Home 
Rule bill by tho House of Lords opens a 
now chapter in tho strugglo for Irish lib- 
erty. On tho ono aide, wo, the elected re- 
presentatives of tho people, tho sympathies 
of tho British democracy, and the unoon- 
((iiorablo spirit of tho Irish raco ; on 
tho other sldo is a hereditary 
and irresponsible chamber, concentrat- 



ing in its ranks all that is worst 
in English prejudico, wealth and arrogance 
The result is not doubtful, tho Huuso of 
Lord3 has made a similar stand on every 
great reform sent up to them by the Houso 
of Commons. In tho long run progress and 
tho peoplo will have invariably triumphed, 
and the inaolenco of tho privileged clasi-os 
has been chastised. But tho struggle will 
bo a bitter ono. We havo to fight against 
,n unexampled combination of wialthy 
aristocrats desperately struggling for their 
privileges by appcala to every weapon of do- 
tarnation, bigotry and corruption. Wo havo 
to look to our faithful countrymen in Amer'cu 
for tho means of sustaining our party 
through tho incessant sacritijo imposed 
upon them and of carrying an uctivo cum- 
naign in tho English constituencies againat 
tho insolent enemies of Irish liberty, Theie 
waa never a time when Irish American as- 
sistance was more urgently needed, or when 
it could produce mora splendid results in 
securing to our country tho great measure 
of Irish national self-government which 
sprung from tho genius of Uladstouo, 
and which the House of 'Commons litis onco 
for all solemnly pledged itself to carry into 
law. 

To He Settled Amicably. 

Washington, D.C., Sept. 11.— The hos- 
tile feeling of tho Mexican boundary trouble 
haa been removed, and the matter will pro- 
ceed to settlement on a diplomatic basis. 
At the request of tho Stato Department, 
tho Adjutant General of tho army, to- 
day, sent a dispatch to Major Keyes, 
commanding tho United States troops, 
at the Havana ranch where Mexican cus- 
tom officers are being hold priBonera on the 
charge of making an unlawful seizure in the 
United States, directing that the prisoners 
bo released. The State department did 
this on the promise of tho Mexican Govern- 
ment that tho officers and sheep being re- 
leased, Mexico would not interfere with the 
grazing of sheep on the disputed laud, pond- 
log the settlement of tho matter through 
diplomatic channels.
